94.   No openings under fence allow passage of 4" sphere.  104. Horizontal bars 36" apart with no openings greater than 4".  

Class C & D Pools & Spas Subject to HSC 757 - Post-01/01/94 105. Door w/ keyed deadbolt, keyless bolt device or throw bolt.  
95.    Horizontals 45" or more apart w/  no gaps greater than 4".  106. Door with latch, closure device and bolting device.
